the battle with even more vigor. 
They wanted 
to lift the state trcm its thralldom. They wanted 
to oust the grafters.

They succeeded in abundant measure. 
The 
Long machine was broken. .Many of its leaders 
went to p rison. 
Wonders have been brought 
about in six short months. 
State job-hoiders no longer have to give 
up p art of their p ay to a machine. 
The state 
p ayrolls now show fewer than 6,000 emp loyes, 
instead of double that number. 
Today there are 20 state agencies instead 
of 176, as under the old regime. 
More money is being .sp ent on schools and 
for the relief of the p oor, the afflicted and 
the help less.

QUESTION: What will be the loan rate on 1940 corn under the 
terms of the Corn Loan Program? 
ANSWER; 6lc a hiishe] to producers in the commercial com area. 
The loan rate to farmers in other counties will be 46c a 
busiiel. 


QUESTION; When will the new loan be av ailable? 
ANSWER: December 1, 1940. 


QUESTION: Will corn loans be av ailable to farmers who did not 
participate in the 1940 Farm Program? 
ANSWER: No. Federal corn loans may be obtained only by farm­ 
ers who planted within their corn acreage allotments. 
QUESTION: Will the loan terminate at the end of this year? 
ANSWER: This will be a three-year loan; howev er, at the end of 
two years, if the producer desires, the corn may be deliv ­ 
ered. 


QUESTION: I am a tenant and there is a chance I may not stay 
on the farm which I now operate fcr three more years. Can 
I obtain a loan? 
ANS'WER: You must obtain a consent of storage from your land­ 
lord for a three-year period. Howev er, if the proper notice 
is giv en to your county AAA committee you may deliv er 
your corn at the end of one year. 
QUESTION: Can I purchase my landlord’s share of the com and 
obtain a loan on it? 
ANSWER: Yes.
